must start the engine and fly the 


plane. 

In the event. that Gary won his 
national championship, the plane 
is held on its tail for a vertical 
takeoff; the engine runs for 20 
seconds; the plane gains its mani- 
mum altitude, then is timed in its 
glide to the ground. 

Three flights are allowed, with 
a “maximum” time in the air of 
five minutes; if the maximum is 
made in each flight, then a fourth 
flight is allowed. Gary flew his 
plane for a total time of 24.40 
minutes, while his second place 
competitor logged only 13 minutes. 
In the competition were 30 
“pilots” from across the nation. 

Interest in model airplanes came 
from Gary’s father, Fred Hover, 
zoning administrator in the Tu- 
lare County Planning department, 
who has enjoyed the hobby most 
of his life. Gary has competed in 
meets since 1954, including two 
national meets, but his first na- 
tional championship came last 
summer, 

Gary, who is majoring in me- 
chanical drawing, has also taken 
a try at building model homes. 
gaining an honorable mention 
with an entry in a recent Home 
and Garden show in Oakland. 

So its churches, houses and air- 
planes for Gary — which will it 
be next summer? 

Gary doesn’t know now, but he 
hopes Althouse-Strauss has anoth- 
er job or two for him. 

As for airplanes, however. he’s 
got his mind made up. He’s a 
champion now, and he’s hoping to 
defend his title at the national 
championships next summer in 
Dallas, Texas.
